Congress authorise the Committee appointed to superintend the Press, or any 
ather Person or Persuns, to receive written proposals from the different Printers 
every three Months, or any other limited time: and the preference given to the 
most reasonable. In the meantime they hee leave toa recommend that there 
should he adyanced to David C. Claypoole, Twelve thousand Dollars on accouut, 
until said proposals shall be yiven in, from: which the Commissioners expect they 
will be enabled to do justice to the Publie and the Claimant. 

They have likewise examined the account of Styner & Cist for printing a Cir- 
cular Letter in German, and finding their charge extravagant beg leave to recun- 
mend that two hundred Dollars should be advanced to them on account until 
some method be tixed on to enable the Commissioners to settle sach accounts 
With certainty.
